A Story About Lord Brougham.,
In & pamphlet just published in Loudon in
reply to some of the ‘“‘misrepresentations'’
contained In Lord Campbell's last voluame of
the “Lives of the Chanecsllors,' Lord St.
Leonarda tells a good story of Brougham.

Lord 8t. Leonards (then Sir Edward Sng-
den) had attacked in the Honse of Commons
Brongham's appointment of his brother to a
sinecare. The next day Brongham ressnted
the aot in his “own court, by mddanlr rising
while Sngden was speaking, and leaving him
in the middle of & sentence, withedt inti-
mating that he was obliged to go elsewhers.
The next day DBrougham made & vehement
attack upon Sugden in the Lords. The morn-
ing after the debate Sugden had to open the
first csse before the Chancellor, and & orowd
asgembled to witness a quarrel. Brougham,
however, sat with his note-book before him,
and did not raise his head until he rose in the
afternoon.

For & long time he preserved this distant
and constrained maunner, uutil at length Sag-
den was compalled to visit him in his private
room, to demand a certain privilege for the
bar. As he was going to do so, Lyndhurst
who was then Chief Baron, called, and offered
him, on behalf of Brongham, the place of a
baron of the Emhe(&nar, the Privy Council,
and the Deputy Bpeakership of the House of
Lords. Budgen declined, and said: *‘Tell the
Chancellor that whilst things remain as they
are, there is nothing which ne oan ever have
to offer that [ wonld accept.”” The interview
on the business of the bar then took place,
“When I entered his room,' SBugden writes,
“coming towards me with both hands open,
he (Brougham) salated me as an old friend.”

The bueiness was soon seitled, and then, in
the words of Lord S5t. Leonards, drawing a
little back, I said, ‘I am afraid, before I leave
this room, I must eay what may be disagree-
able to you.” “Good God! what can you
have to eay that is disagreeabls to me!"’
“When," I said, ‘' entéred this room, you
held out both your hands. Taken by surprise,
I accepted ome of them. I am compelled to
toll you that whilst things remain as they are,
those are terms nupon which we cannot meet.”’
“*Good (lod! have you mnot seen Lyndhurst!
Have you not recelved a letler from me?"’

I told him of my interview with Lyndhurst,
and that I had received mno letter. *‘Well,
then,’” he eaid (it was so like him), “'1 will
give you secondary evidence of its contenta.
At eight o'clock in the morning, in bed, I
called for pen, ink, and paper, and I wrote a
let'er to Lyndhurst, but which was intended
for .you, in which I told him that I shonld
think it the best act of my legal administra-
tion if I conld prevail upon you to accept the
offers 1 desired him to make to you.” I re-
mained rfectly still. He then said, *“'I
had been in your place | should
have thonght such an offer and such a letter a
Stuill I remained silent.
Gathering himsell up, and turning hulfl awsy,
he said, **Well, [ think when a man feels that
he has done wrong, the sooner he says so the
better.” I went up to him and gave him
my hand, which he grasped kindly, and I
gaid, “I am much obliged to ysu, and I
shall never again think upon what has passed.”
He then said I should have the letter in-
tended for me throngh Lord Lyndhurst. I
assured him that I did not desire it; but he
persiated, and ucordinﬂly wrote to Lyndhurat,
who was on oircnit, and he sent the letter to
me, exousing himeelf for haviog left town
withont showing me the letter, but desiring
me to return it to him. I accordingly did so
bnt informed him that, as Brougham stated
the letter was intended for me, I had kepta
copy of it. From that to his death Brongham
and I were good friends, and I cannot but look
with displeasure at Campbell’s life of him.
